crops this year aggregates the enorm­ 
ous total of $4.940,301,000, the depart­ 
ment of agriculture announced in its 
final estimates of acreage, production 
and value. 
This is an increase of 
$182,958,000 over 
the 
value of the 
same crops last year and of $350,772,- 
000 over those of 1911, based on the 
prices paid to fanners on Dec. I. 
The acreage of these crops is equiv­ 
alent to a farm one-seventh the size 
of Continental 
United 
States. 
The 
exact area planted to these fourteen 
crops, which is more than 95 per cent 
jf the total of all crop area, was 288,- 
433,000 acres, an increase of almost 
5,000,000 acres from last year'B area 
and of m ore than 2.000,000 from the 
1911 area. 
More than one-third of the 
total acreage was planted to corn. 
For the crops as a whole the aver­ 
age production per acre was

he added. 
Senator Williams, referring to the 
presidential boom launched for Sena­ 
tor Root by Senator Gallinger, declar­ 
ed it was "wonderful what wreck can 
be w rought in a sound mind by a pres­ 
idential bee.”
